Thereis not one A@ 
inthe Statute Book of Nature, that Recogni- 
7eth One Family as Soveraign, and the Other as 
Plebeian, If Nature had diftinguifh’d Kings by 
a different Species, and had fet fome particular 
mark of Majefty upon them, | fhould believe 
them to be Natural Soveraigns; but as long as 
they are caft in the common Mould of Nature 
and have Bodies of the fame Shape, fupported 
iter the fame manner, and endowed with no 
other Faculties than the reft of Mankind; | 
cannot believe that one Man was born to Go- 
fern another, but by the previous Confent of 

le, whém they Govern; and even in 
i Cafe, they are not Natural Soveraigns, for 
their Soveraignty proceeds not from the Power 
of Nature, but is the effecrof Humane Policy. 
It Soveraigns were a diftin& Species, and did 
ate their Species according to the Laws 
of Nature, a Soveraign Prince could get nothing 
ut a Soveraign Prince, and at this rate we 
have fo much Soveraign Authority in the 
World, that there would be little or no Obe-

we are over-Balanced with Pajfion, sAnger, 
Rafhnefs, Fury, Bloodt birftine/s, Malice and Re- 
Venge ; and that we'do not Adurder and Rob all 
we meet, is wholly the effeQ of Common-Grace, 
and fuch a Perfon is every King, as he coines 
out of the Hand of Nature; and if he Arrives 
to Spiritual Perfections, this is wholly owing to 
the Special and Free Grace of God: So that we 
fee how little we are beholden to thefe Men 
for Furnifhing us with Kings and Queens from 
the Stock of Nature, when we can Legally take 
them as they are Endowed with Moral and Di- 
vine Accomplifhments, which Render them fic 
for Government. : 

But to reduce the Argumént to particulars, 
in order to Evidence the Truth thereof more 
clearly, The French King is in the Sence of 
thefe People a Natural Soveraign, and yet how 
Unnathrally has He dealt with His Subjects, 
even exceeding the Cruelty of Brute Beafts, 
who have a Natural Affection for thofe under 
their Government. What havock has that 
Unnatural Monfter made of the Lives and 
Eftates of Men, who in every degree were 
much better than Himfelf ? Our Queen Owes 
Her Succeflion to Parliamentary Statutes, and 
She every way anfwers the End and Befign of 
Government ; Shi fits at the Helm of Govern- 
ment, and Steérs the Ship of State, as well for 
the Good of Her People; as for Her own Ho- 
nour and Advantage: She is an Indulgent and 
Tender Mother to ali Ber Dutiful Children, 
and even Her Rebellious Sons, the Non-jurant 
Epifcopal Diffenting Clergy of Scotland, might 
be entertain’d under the Shadow of Rayal-Fa- 
vour, if they Would retorn to their Allegiance, 
and give the Pledges of their Fidelity by an 
Oath to the greateft and beft Queen in the 
World. 

Now, Honeft Country-man, is it not much 
better ¢o have a Qneen Eftablifhed by A@ of

given by this Pricithood to Natura} Soverargns, 
moft horribly mifapply’d to a Baftard, who 
canitot Inherit by the Laws of England. The 
Divine Right is given to the Son of a Tyler, got 
only, at. Court in a Warming- Pan, my . Lad 
Tyrconnel| knows how, But a Prince begorten 
by Parliamentary Seatutes, we are well aflured 
of his Legitiniacy; Lords and Commons were 
all prefent at bis Birth, and the Cniver/itas 
Anglia Popularss, as Matthew Paris calls the 
People of England, are his Godfathers, 

And this 1 take to be a Watural Soversign, 
who comes to the Crown according to the Na- 
ive and Conflitution of the Realm and People, 
over which he is made Kits.
